However, with such appearing to 
be the case, I would most respect- 
fully suggest that Tilden, himself, 
voluntarily offer his own services to 
help make the Hartford Convention 
a success, or elsewise leave alone 
something in which it appears he 
never was interested. 

If Tilden is a "fair-minded deaf- 
mute," he will do his part. So let's 
see.
